Serial No, 10/690,653, filed October 21 , 2003, which claims priority to U.S. Provisional 
Application No. 60/420,200, filed October 22, 2002. 

4. The above-referenced application and the Wang publication both 
name one of us (Wei Cheong Wong) as an inventor. 

5. The Examiner rejected claims under 35 U .S. C. § 1 02(e) over the 
Wang publication in the September 20, 2006 Office Action in the above-referenced 
application, stating: "[the] Wang [publication] discloses a glove coated with a 
composition comprising cetyl pyridinium chloride, a polydimethylsiioxane, and an 
ammonium salts of alky! phosphate, The glove can be made of natural rubber, nltrile 
and/or polyisoprene. ([0009], [0022], {0030]-[0034] and Examples)" The Examiner 
maintained the rejection over the Wang publication in the Office Action of October 9, 
2007 in the above-referenced application, and referred to the cited portion of the 
September 20, 2006 Office Action in support. 

6. The subject matter cited by the Examiner in support of the rejection 
of the claims under 35 U.S.C. §1 02(e) over the Wang publication was disclosed but not 
claimed in the Wang publication. We are the inventors of the subject matter cited by the 
Examiner in support of the rejection over the Wang publication. Specifically, we are the 
inventors of a glove coated with a composition comprising cetyl pyridinium chloride, a 
polydimethylsiioxane, and an ammonium salts of alkyl phosphate.
